It is not, however due 
to sentim ental affection 
for 
the 
Teutonic homeland, or to a desire 
to spread Nazi 
doctrines, 
that 
Danzig probably would welcome 


Mr. Hitler and shed no tears over 
the destruction of the free 
city 
government. 
W hat really 
sticks 
in the craw of Germ an Danzig can 
be understood best when a little 
of the recent history of the place is 
recalled. 
Situated on the shores of 
the 
Baltic Sea and intersected by the 
River Vistula, Danzig was made a 
free city by the Treaty 
of 
Ver­ 
sailles, and placed under the pro­ 
tection of the League of Nations. 
Although Poland handles foreign 
affairs, railways and certain other 
matters, and although 
the 
two 
states are bound together 
by 
a 
treaty giving recognition to Polish 
law regarding economic adm inis­ 
tration and the collection of cus­ 
toms, Poland 
has 
no 
sovereign 
power in the Free City. 
Since the hold 
which 
Poland 
had upon Danzig was none 
too 
strong, and in view of the 
fact 
that, after the World War, Danzig 
refused to handle munitions con­ 
signed to Poland, that 
country, 
with the aid of 
French 
capital, 
constructed Gdynia, its own Baltic 
seaport. 
Now it 
happens 
that 
Danzig thrives, for the most part, 
upon the commerce 
that 
passes 
through it, and Gdynia constituted 
a by-pass which, to a large extent, 
put Danzig on a back street. Here 
is to be found the chief 
reason 
why the ancient city is not fired 
by an ardent desire to 
keep 
Mr. 
Hitler out, though the 
venerable 
connection with the Reich, and a 
sympathy with 
things 
German, 
also have much weight. 


Poland may yield somewhat re­ 
garding Danzig. 
Turning 
over 
Gdynia is an entirely different af­ 
fair. 
It is essentially

as 
President. 
He 
succeeded Madison in 
1817 
and 
served until 1825.) 
“He chose the roster 
as 
the 
emblem and, taking a sheet, 
of 
paper, he wrote the following lines 
for a motto to the paper: 
‘My notes are shrill 
yet 
strong 
and clear, 
No foe I seek yet none I fear. 
Invading not another’s just 
do­ 
main, 
My natal ground 
I 
ever 
will 
maintain.’ 
“The paper lasted 
during 
the 
contest and was triumphant.”

handed down in the Ellison fam­ 
ily a lock of hair from the head 
of 
President 
Andrew 
Jackson, 
which the Kirksville lawyer pre­ 
serves.

H om e-rulc in St. Louis had its 
beginning on May 14, 1875, sixty- 
four years ago this week, for on 
th at day Joseph Pulitzer introduc­ 
ed into the constitutional conven­ 
tion a resolution m aking possible 
the division of the city and eoun- 
1 t.v. 
The resolution also provided 
for the form ation of a city charter 
and its adoption by popular vote. 
This idea of perm itting a city to 
fram e its own 
ch arter

state interference was new then, 
and un d er this provision St. Louis 
becam e the first “hom e-ruie” city 
in the U nited States.

Adhering

Danzig is a city having a popula­ 
tion of four hundred 
thousand, 
and in that respect represented in 
the United States by Washington, 
D. C., Kansas City, Mo., Patterson 
N. J. or Cincinnati, Ohio. Its in­ 
habitants are preponderently Ger­ 
man. Upon that point there should 
be no misunderstanding. The Ger­ 
man majority is eager for a return 
to the fold of the Fatherland. The 
Nazi movement is 
strongly 
in­ 
trenched. 
It is not, however due 
to sentimental affection 
for 
the 
Teutonic homeland, or to a desire 
to spread Nazi 
doctrines, 
that 
Danzig probably would welcome 


Mr. Hitler and shed no tears over 
the destruction of the free 
city 
government. 
What really 
sticks 
in the craw of German Danzig can 
be understood best when a little 
of the recent history of the place is 
recalled. 
Situated on the shores of 
the 
Baltic Sea and intersected by the 
River Vistula, Danzig was made a 
free city by the Treaty of 
Ver­ 
sailles and placed under the pro­ 
tection of the League of Nations. 
Although Poland handles foreign 
affairs, railways and certain other 
matters, and although 
the 
two 
states are bound together 
by 
a 
treaty giving recognition to Polish 
law regarding economic adminis­ 
tration and the collection of cus­ 
toms, Poland 
has 
no sovereign 
power in the Free City. 
Since the hold 
which 
Poland 
had upon Danzig was none 
too 
strong, and in view of the 
fact 
that, after the World War, Danzig 
refused to handle munitions con­ 
signed to Poland, that 
country, 
with the aid of 
French 
capital, 
constructed Gdynia, its own Baltic 
seaport. 
Now’ it 
happens 
that 
Danzig thrives, for the most part, 
upon the commerce 
that 
passes 
through it. and Gdynia constituted 
a by-pass which, to a large extent, 
put Danzig on a back street. Here 
Ls to be found the chief 
reason 
why the ancient city Is not fired 
by an ardent desire to keep Mr. 
Hitler out, though the 
venerable 
connection with the Reich, and a 
sympathy with 
things 
German, 
also have much weight. 


Poland may yield somewhat re­ 
garding Danzig. 
Turning 
over 
Gdynia is an entirely different af­ 
fair. 
It is essentially 
a 
Polish 
creation, regarded worthy 
of 
a 
clash of arms and the shedding of 
blood. The Poles may back down 
as to Danzig. 
Beyond that, it is 
to be surmised that bounds have 
been set, which not even Mr. Hit­ 
ler may pass. 
If he does, there 
will be pauses, caused by some­ 
thing other than that the band 
has to rest and catch its wind now 
and then. 
If it comes to 
down­ 
right combat, Poland will get the 
worst of it at the start, as 
did 
Belgium in the World War. 
The 
Poles have a reputation as hard 
and persistent fighters.

they too can hold back Germany 
until allied aid is available;
